May 11th, 2016 


The threat of severe weather apparently kept members from attending the May 
meeting. With only 9 members present, we did not have a quorum of 10 in order to 
conduct business. Don (KDOHHN) opened the meeting at 7:30pm and suggested we 
hold an informational meeting. 


We have Bike Across Missouri (BAM) coming up in June, and Don reported as of now, 
we’re good for operators at checkpoints. Other than the race, however, we may need a 
couple of people for the 14th and 15th of June from 8:00am until 2:00pm, as they are 
running a Multi-Agency Coordination Center at the Hannibal Free Clinic across from 
the Health Department on Route W. Hannibal Regional Hospital will have their trailer 
there and it has Amateur Radio capabilities. We may need operators to help. 


Don talked to Danny in Quincy about the Technician Training Class. Plans are to hold 


them on several Saturdays in July, and coordinate the dates where testing will coincide 
with the Quincy Hamfest which will be held August 6th. Don mentioned several people 
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were interested in taking the class as well as several interested in a General Training 
Class. Don will try to get the dates and times and advertise with posters. 


Larry (WB2UFO0) attended the Quincy meeting and met with the Field Day chairman for 
their group. We are planning on running 3F as opposed to 2F that we ran last year in 
Hannibal. We will try to run sideband, digital and CW. With our available space, we will 
try run tuned dipole antennas rather than our GSRV’s. 


As far as radios are concerned, in the past we have used the Icom 735 and an Icom 
718. Larry also mentioned a group from the Club, Larry (WB2UFO), Cliff (KOCA), Rob 
(KEODZI), and Dave (KBORZN) met at the Ambulance District Training Facility and 
installed a temporary dipole antenna and radio to test our propagation. The results 
were more than satisfactory having checked into the Missouri Net. Although it was a 
stormy night, noise levels were low and we reportedly had a very good signal. This was 
also the first QSO made from our new location using the Club Callsign WOKEM. Larry 
mentioned that there may be a 60 foot tower truck at the facility during Field Day. We 
look forward to additional conversations concerning Field Day at our next meeting that 
will be held June 8th.

T31, CENTRAL KIRIBATI (Update). The Perseverance DX Group <pdxg.net> 

will activate Central Kiribati (Kanton Island) [OC-043] as T31W, currently on Clublog's 
number 22 most wanted, sometime in late 2017. They will sail to the island using the Evohe 
again. Subject to licensing and landing formalities, it is expected a team of up to 11 operators 
will be on the island for up to 12 days.
